To enhance political intelligence or 
mould the opinions of people, the 
country must be sown knee-deep with 
persuasive literature, meetings must 
be held constantly and all parts of the 
country reached, while the press must 
preach high ideals of life and citizen- 
ship. This work must be done all the 
time, not only at election time. 

It really matters little what politic- 
al party. gains an electoral victory at 
the poils.when the victory won is one 
based on an appeal to intelligence, 
reason and true patriotism. The mis- 
take we have made in much of our po- 
litical fighting in Canada has been to 
indulge in mud-slinging and to instit- 
ute abuse for angument.

There is plenty of everything for ev- 
ery one of us. Our possessions 
should not pass into: the care 
and ownership of power lords, lumber 
kings and mine magnates: They 
should be developed for all of us and 
everybody given an opportunity to 
benefit from his-or her part-owner- 
ship of our national -possessions. It 
should be deemed the part of states- 
manship to organize our potentialities 
in such manner that the whole of the 
people would share the national pos- 
sessions instead of acting, as our pre- 
sent statesmanship does, spending its 
time dividing up our hertage amongst 
a few far-seeing, grasping; and soul- 
less individuals and corporations. This 
is the greatest problem facing Cana- 
dian statesmanship to-day and one 
that the people should insist on being 
faced not fumbled as now. The peo- 
ple of Canada are tired of paying tri- 
bute to their overlords.
